|pastor of the church, invited reporters

prosecute them if such a step be found 
feasible. J. Judson Hyatt of 45 Nassau 
| Street, the Rev. Dr. Moore said, has been 
|} engaged as the league attorney. 

Dr. Moore said that he was moved to 
take this step through the receipt of 
| fifty or more letters from policy holders

Justice George C. Tatem 
opened court at the fair grounds in a tent 
which he had occupied all week during 
the fair. 
Clough were posted at the finish. 

The first car to shoot across the finish 
line faster than the law allows was that 
of Baron Purkeim. He had with him 
George Augler. The machine made the 
distance in sixteen seconds. The Baron 
spoke no English and the Justice no 
French. The Baron talked fast and ex- 
citedly, but no one understood. At last 
it was made out that he was some one of 
importance, and as he used William K. 
Vanderbilt’s name, Mr. Vanderbilt was tel- 
ephoned for. He hurried to the tent of 
the Justice in a machine. Some one also 
telephoned to Chairman Morrell, who also 
responded. 

Mr. Vanderbilt, who acted as interpre- 
ter, offered to pay the fine for the Baron, 
but the offer was declined with much 
bowing. Judge Tatem suggested that Mr. 
Vanderbilt go on the Baron’s bond, and 
later there could be a trial. Mr. Vander- 
bilt declined. He would pay the fine, but 
would not go on a bond. Then, through 
Mr. Vanderbilt, the Baron asked to be 
paroled. He was allowed to go in custody 
of a Constable. The Constable soon re- 
turned with $25, the amount of the fine. 

It was not long before F. O, Ostericher, 
an Englishman, who did the eighth in 
twelve seconds, was haled to the tent of 
justice. He was good natured about it, 
and after having the law explained, paid 
his $25 and said the experience was worth 
the price, 

C. A. Tolston, who said he was from 
New York and France, and only two 
weeks from Paris, did not believe he was 
traveling an eighth in 11 seconds, but if 
the deputies said so it must be so, and he 
paid. He got a receipt for the money, 
which he said he would frame. He prom- 
ised not to make himself Mable to the dou- 
ble fine and imprisonment that goes with 
a second offense. 

The next victim said he was Thomas

When signaled to stop, Williams slowed 
down and was moving easily as he ap- 
proached the deputies.

The result of Williams’s throw- 
ing on full speed and Hoffman's leap was 
to bring the automobile up short almost 
jon end, The spectators expected to see 
the machine tumble over and crush all 
three persons. 

Williams said the machine belonged to 
Borough President Joseph Cassidy of 
| Queens. He insisted that Cassidy would do 
things to the police until he was informed 
that he was not in Queens, but in Nas- 
sau. Justice Tatem, desiring to befriend 
a friend of President Cassidy, sent for ex- 
Supervisor Girdel V.

SOME INCENTIVES TO FRAUD 


How 400,000,000 “ Clear Havanas” Are 
Made Out of 20,000,000 Pounds of 
Cuban Tobacco Unexplained.

| WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—The classifi- 
cation of tobacco at the Ports of New 
York and Tampa, which has been made 
the subject of investigation by the Treas- 
ury Department, is a question so involved 
and so little understood by the general 
|public that it may be interesting to re- 
view the conditions which have brought 
the department tacitly to admit that there

year in the collection of duty on wrapper 
tobacco improted from Cuba. 

There are 400,000,000 cigars known as 
clear Havana "’ cigars—that is, of Cuban 
| filler and Cuban wrapper—manufactured 
i in this country each year, and the number 
Is steadily increasing. According to the 
testimony of the manufacturers of these 
cigars before the Ways and Means Com- 
| mittee when the Dingley bill was being 
{framed, it takes about four pounds of 
|Cuban tobacco to wrap 1,000 cigars, 
i whereas, Sumatra tobacco, being lighter 
in weight and more elegant in texture, 
will wrap about two pounds to the thou- 
sand. According to this estimate, there- 
fore, to wrap 400,000,000 cigars with Cuban 
wrappers would require 1,600,000 pounds 
of wrapper tobacco. 

Yet in the fiscal year ended June 30, 
|1904, the amount of Cuban wrapper im- 
| ported was, according to the sworn in- 
| voices, only 42,764 pounds! Here is a dis- 
crepancy of more than 1,500,000 pounds, 
on which the duty is $1.20 more than on 
plain filler leaf, so that had the full wrap- 
per duty been collected it would have 
amounted to nearly $2,000,000 additional 
revenue. The profit on ‘ clear Havana ”’ 
| cigars is not very great at best, and it is 
easily plain that if one manufacturer can 
get in his wrappers as filler leaf, he has 
$6 per thousand the best of his competitor 
who pays the wrapper duty. 

No one denies, the Treasury Department 
and the tobacco trade least of all, that 
here is one of the greatest incentives to 








and the opportunities as demonstrated by 
the fact that the Government collects the 
wrapper duty only on about one-fifteenth 
of the amount used are almost limitiess 

Judging tobacco is like tasting tea; it 
can be done only be experts, and their 
opinion often honestly varies. If a bale 
contains 14 per cent. wrapper and 86 per 
cent, filler, duty is paid on a percentage 
basis, but if the experts hold that it con- 
fains 16 per cent. wrapper and S84 per cent. 
filler, the entire bale must pay wrapper 
duty, a difference of more than $100 per 
bale. The margin between 14 and 16 per 
cent. is small, and the difference in duty 
is large, and the rate of duty depends 
entirely on the classification, which is a 
matter of opinion. The opportunity for 
fraud and the resultant profit are alike 
great. 

This is not the first time that Tampa 
has been under suspicion.. The returns at 
tampa indicate the manufacture there of 
approximately 200,000,000 cigars per an- 
num, presumably all of the ‘clear Ha- 
|vana’”’ type. In 1897, when the Dingley 
ect was passed, the output was 90,408,000; 
in the calendar year of 1904 it had in- 
| creased to 196,961,000, while for the first 
six months of this year it reached 104,- 


450,000 cigars, and the total output for the 
current year is estimated at 224,000,000, 

In the fiscal year of 1904, the last year 
for which figures are as yet available, the 
total importation of Cuban leaf was 19,- 
| 063,500 pounds, of which Tampa, although 

manufacturing 
“clear Havana” cigars made 
ecuntry, imported but 4,336,452 
filler, or less than one-fourth of the total 
‘mportation, and imported only 7,213 
pounds of wrapper leaf, or only about 
one-sixth of the total. 

In other words, it took nearly 15,000,000 
lof filler to make 200,000,000 clear Havana 
; cigars in New York and other factories, 
and only 4,336,000 pounds to make ap- 
| proximately the same number in Tampa, 

Simultaneously, the manufacturers else- 
where paid duty on 37,000 pounds of wrap- 
per tobacco, while Tampa foes out with 
17,212 pounds, although producing about 
| the same number of cigars. 

As far as the consumer is concerned, he 
will be interested in knowing how it is pos- 
sible to wrap 400,000,000 cigars with 42,000 
pounds of wrapper at the rate of four 
pounds to the thousand, and what is used

Hemery and Wagner Will Give 
Italians Hard Fight. 


to be run | 


naan igs CHANCES POOR 
| Tested 


for Speed and Endurance— 
Lancia to Set Hot Pace. 


America as competitors for the Vandert- 
bilt Cup on Oct. 14 has occasioned con- 
siderable speculation among automobilists 
| regarding the chances of the rival foreign 
‘eams. Notwithstanding the fast time of 
the winning American cars, 56 miles an 
hour, in the elimination race, the showing 
| of the genuine racing machines was dis- 
appointing because three that have been 
elected for the American team, the White 
steamer, the Pope-Toledo driven by Lytle, 
and the Christie car, failed to make any 
satisfactory showing. They will have an- 
other chance in two weeks, but with a 
possible 60 to 65 miles an hour for the 
entire race of 283 miles that is confidently 
expected from the foreign cars, critics of 
automobile possibilities do not place great 
reliance in the American cars to win. 
| However, every one hopes for the best 
from the American standpoint, but the 
way the wind blows may be seen from 
the fact that several bets have alread} 
| been made that the American cars will 
not finish among the first six. 

Among many the Italian team looms up 
as a strong favorite, with Lancia as the 
individual favorite, although between him 
and Nazzaro there is little to choose. 
Lancia, it has been stated, will set as hot 
|a pace as possible from the start, while 
| Nazzaro will drive more cautiously,, but 
will constantly be in readiness to dash to 
the front if accident should befall Lancia. 

Hemery and Wagner wave done more 
successful racing abroad than any of the 
other French racers who will be here, 
and as they are known as fearless and 
fast drivers, they are regarded as prob- 
ably the most formidable. opponents that 
the Italians will have to meet. 

Hemery has been in the racing game for 
|several years, and in 1904 gained prom- 
inence as the winner in the ight-car class 
in the hill-climbing contest at Mount Ven- 
toux, France. In the annual French 
Gaillon hill-climb contest on Oct. 80, 1904, 
Hemery drove a kilometer on this course, 
the average gradient of which is over 7 
per cent., in 0:32 3-5, thereby winning 
the light-car class record for this event. 
He also won the light-car class at Os- 
Belgium, in November, 10904, mak- 
ing a kilometer in 0:25 2-5. It was on 
|} this occasion that Barras, with an eighty 
|} horse power Darracq, broke the world’s 
record for heavy-weight cars, covering a 
kilometer in 0:21 2-5, or at the rate of 
104.53 miles an hour, which has not up 
to the present time been surpassed. 

It was by winning the Ardennes circuit 
race in Belgium on Aug. 7 of this year 
that Hemery made his gréatest reputa- 
tion, Against the best European cars he 
easily won the race, covering the 600 
kilometers (372 miles) in 6:58:32%, an 
average of 62 82 miles an hour. 

Hemery also made the best time for 
light cars at the race meet held at 
Brescia, Italy, on Sept. 10, for the Florio 
Cup, covering 312.3 miles in 4:58:01 2-5, 
completing the first round of 104.1 miles 
at an average speed of 69.4 miles an hour. 

Wagner first came prominently to no- 
tice as a clever driver when, in the Fall 
of 1903, he won the race for cars in the 
light-weight class at the annual French 
Gaillon hill-climb contest, making a kilom- 
eter on this hill in 0:40, beating the pre- 
vious year’s record by 7 seconds.

CHICAGO, Oct. 1.—The All-Chicago Associa-

A Correction by One of the Old-Time

The following is written at the request 
of my grandfather, who was a member 
of Hook and Ladder. Company No. 1 of 
the New York Volunteers during the fire 
of 1835: 

“In reading your account of the great 
fire of 1835, printed in THz New YorK 
Times of Sept. 24, 1905, I quote some mis- 
statements concerning same: The fire 
was checked at Pearl Street and Coenties 
Lane, by blowing up the house on the 
northwest corner with powder brought 
from the Brooklyn Navy Yard, not from 
Although very cold, 
the river was not frozen over; we 
pumped water from it during the fire. 
The powder was placed in the cellar of the 
building. I stood behind. a crate of 
crockery on the southeast corner to 
watch results; the building just settled 
and collapsed, no fire was caused by. it. 
This was the only building blown up. 
Previous to the destruction of this build- 
ing our company pulled down the Old 
Slip Market, then on Water Street, but 


ithe fire crossed at Willlam Street and 
| Hanover Square.

before proceeding to the others. 

The American expedition alone de- 
veloped plates on the spot, for the Rus- 
sians are carrying their plates to St. 
Petersburg, in order to secure similar 
conditions for them with others taken in 
Spain, and the British expeditions had 
the offer of the luxury of the spacious 
dark rooms of the Survey Department in 
Cairo, with a temperature some 20 de- 
grees Fahrenheit lower than at As- 
suan. 

In electing to complete his work on the 
spot Prof. Hussey was following the lines 
of a prearranged programme which he 
carried through with conspicuous 
cess. At Assuan he felt constrained to 


develop his plates in the coolest hours of | 
the night, which restricted not only the | 


time for work, but the facilities for his 
own sleep; he was hampered by various 
accidents, such as the non-arrival of a 
freight.train and a consequent failure in 
the supply of ice (without abundance of 
which developing was, of course, impossi- 
ble) and the anomalous behavior of some 
of the chemicals at high temperatures. 
But he conquered all these difficulties, 
and is able to report all the plates as 
satisfactory, with perhaps one exception— 
that on one plate there are two mysteri- 
ous. markings which spoil a portion of 
it.. But it is scarcely to be wondered at 
that among a. number of plates one should 
go wrong. 

It-cannot be denied that the value of 
these results has been seriously dimin- 
ished: by the failure’ to obtain others in 
Labrador for comparison. 
of detecting any gradual change’in the

With this 
jinstrument it will be possible to photo-

south for our northern observatories; and 
this is the first piece 
dertaken.

The plates of the British expedition are, 
with one distressing exception, quite sat- 
isfactory. A considerable amount of co- 
rona is shown on them, and the method of 
obtaining pictures in polarized light by 
reflection from the face of a glass prism 
Was very successful, strong polarization 
being obvious to a mere glance when 
these pictures are compared with the ordi- 
nary ones; and, if a picture polarized in a 
horizontal plane is compared with one 
polarized in a vertical plane, the differ- 
ence is naturally enhanced. It cannot be | 
doubted that the measurement these | 
plates will yield results of great value. 
The disappointment has to do with the 
results from Mr. Reynolds's great tele- 
scope.

Mr. R. T. Gtinther has 
successfully explored, in the neighborhood 
of Naples, a submerged city. Taking 
soundings from a boat he finds abrupt 
changes of depth, which enabled him to 
infer the shape and height of a submerged 
Luilding;-and in this way he has gradu- 
ally mapped out an important city, per- 
haps the Palaeopolis which supplied by 
antithesis a name for the Neapolis we 
know. 

He had heard that there were similar 
opportunities for research at Alexandria, 
and took the opportunity of visiting that 
city.to learn what he could onthe subject. 
| He finds that the evidence for subsidence 
of the land since the Ptolemaic epoch is

Nearly 10,000 special delivery letters are 
received and sent out every week at Sta- 
tion. E, the branch Post Office in Thirty- 
second Street, near Sixth Avenue, which 
does the largest business in this class of 
mail of any station in the country. 

The business is about equally divided 
daily average of letters being nearly 700 
in each direction. The services of forty 
substitute carriers as messengers are re- 
quired every day to make the deliveries in 
that district. Every messenger uses the 


tance, 

The section which Station E covers is! 
the largest below the Harlem River. In 
it are nearly all the big hotels, theatres, | 
theatrical -agencies, retail dry goods 
houses, and other classes of business | 
which use this class of delivery to a very 
large extent. Except for a square in the 
northeast corner of the district, between 
and Twenty-seventh Streets 
and Fifth and Sixth Avenues, included in 
the Madison Square Branch, Station E | 
takes in the territory bounded by Twen- 
tieth and Forty-fourth Streets, Fifth Av- 
enue and the North River. 

The handling-of special delivery mail fs | 
an interesting part of the day’s enormous 
business in this station. John D. Silsbee, 
who has been thirty years in the service 
of the Government and thirteen in Station | 
E, is the Superintendent, and it’is due to 
the system he has introduced that so large | 
& revenue comes from the special delivery 
service at his office. 

The special delivery in the district starts 


until 11 o'clock at night. At no time is 
the interval between deliveries greater 
than half an hour, and often, in the rush 
of the holiday season, when there are as 
many as 1,500 special delivery letters a 
day in each direction, deliveries are made | 
every ten minutes. 

Every package of incoming mail is ar- 
ranged in the bundles se that the special 
delivery letters are on top. As soon as the 
packages are untied these letters are 
handed to a special clerk, who enters 
them in a large blotter, divides them into 
routes, and again enters them in a small | 
book, which the messenger earries and 
which contains the receipt. When the de- 
livery has been made the name of the re- 
cipient is entered in the blotter, so that a 
full record is kept of every letter. 

Not only do the letters intended for spe- 
cial delivery here receive extra attention, 
but the same care is taken with those for 
delivery outside the city, which are col- 
lected in the area covered by the station.

As soon ag the collectors dump their | 
bags fulf of mail on the sorting tables, a | 
line of clérks begin to sort out the city 
from the out-of-town mail. Ags soon as a 
special delivery letter appears, it is hand- 
ed over to a clerk detailed to look after | 
this class of mail, and, instead of taking 
the special letter is 
canceled and hurried over to the outgoing | 
mail sorters. 

As in case with the incoming mail the | 
oe delivery letters are tied on top of | 
the bundles and are instantly recognized 
at their point of destination. This special | 
attention to the outgoing mail often means | 
that a letter will catch a train leaving | 
hours before that on which the regular | 
class of mail collected at the same time is | 
to leave. 

In the morning hours most of the mail 
delivered in the city of the special deliv- 
ery class comes from out of town, while 
in the afternoon and evening it is largely 
Iccal, Explaining this Supt. Silsbee said:

large increase over any previous year. In| | 
the first six months of 1905 53,000 milk | 
inspections were made, which is about} 
24,000 more than ever before in the same | 
period. Nearly $10,000 in fines fas been | 
collected for the violation of Section 53 | ' 
of the Sanitary Code, which relates to the 
adulteration of milk. This amount repre- 
gents four times more in fines than was 
é@ver before collected. 

Special, attention has been paid to the 
sources of the milk supply, and inspec- 
tions have been made over all the large 
railroads which transport milk. The 
creameries situated -along these roads 
have been thoroughly examined, and own- 
ers and operators have been informed of 
the changes required by this department 
to permit the sale of their milk in the 
City of New York. 

More than 4,000,000 pounds of fruit, 
7,500,000 pounds of food, and 41,000,000 
pounds of meat and fish have been con- 
demned and destroyed, 8,000,000 pounds

ALBANY, Oct. 1.—In his quagterly re- 
| port, just issued, Commissioner of Labor 
| Sherman points out that the improvement 
lin trade which began in the middle of 
1904 has continued almost uninterruptedly 
until now there are relatively fewer idle 
wage earners in New York than there 
| were even in 1902, the mogt prosperous 
| year of the decade. Returns made to his 
;|department from trades unions embrac- 
ling a membership of about 100,000 show 
that the average monthly number of un- 
{employed members was only 151 per 1,000 
iin the first half of 1905, as compared with 
| 202 last year and 168 in 1902. 

At the beginning of May the idle men 
|}among the wage earners in the State was 
;only.118 per 1,000, as compared with 153 
| per 1,000 in 1902, while at the beginning 
,of last July the proportion was 91, as 
against 145 in 1902. 
| In the months of April, May, and June 
work was begun on 7,816 buildings in 
New York City, as compared with 5,164 a 
year ago. The number of buildings com- 
pleted in the second quarter of the pres- 


These figures, however, fail to convey an 
adequate idea of the extent of building 
operations now going on in the metropolis. 
The estimated cost of projected buildings 
for which plans were approved and per- 
mits issued in the second quarter of 1905 
rrr the amazing sum of $78,417,806. 
As a matter of fact the cost of buildings 
projected in the first six months of the 
D | year exceeds the cost of those projected 
in the entire twelve months of 1902 or 
1908. In the other large cities building 
operations are also well above the aver- 
age, although of course conducted on a 
much smaller scale. Thus the cost of 
buildings authorized in the second quar- 
ter of 1905 was 2,370,237 in Buffalo, 
$1,846,125 in Rochester, and $669,268 in 
Syracuse. 
- Because of the close relations between 
European working people who have set- 
tled in this country with those abroad, an 
unusual demand for labor here is almost 
automatically satisfied through the mi- 
gration of additional European laborers. 
“Thus it is," the commission says, 
“that American prosperity is quickly re- 
flected in the statistics of immigration. 
In the second quarter of 1905 the number 
of alien arrivals at the Port of New York 
broke all records, having attained the 
figure of 204,381, as against 202,009 last 
year and 274,507 two years ago. The 
largest contingent of immigrants, as 
usual, comes from South Italy, and now 
anounts to a small army—95,025 persons 
or 32 per cent. of the total.

REJECTED SUITOR A SUICIDE. 


Took Polson in the Hall After Being 
Ejected from Woman’s Room.

NEWARK, Oct. 1—The police are in- 
vestigating the death of Walter Bowers, 
26 years old, of 14 Beecher Street, whose 
body was found in the hallway at 854% 
Springfield Avenue early this morning. 
Only a few hours before Bowers was 
ejected from the apartments of Mrs. Mar- 
garet Dean, in the same building. 

According to Mrs. Dean, she found 
Bowers in her room when she returned 
from a dance this morning. She had no 
trouble in ejecting him, and, thinking | 
that he had gone to his home, retired for 

the night. About 6 o'clock this morning 
Isaac Barrish, who keeps a tailoring es- 
tablishment on the ground floor of the 
| building, found Bowers’s body sitting up- 
“right on the lower step. A bottle that 
had contained whisky was lying ngar the 
body. 

While every indication points to suicide, 
the county physician was unable to deter- 
| mine the exact cause of death until an 
| analysis af the stomach can be made. It 

is believed, however, that Bowers took 
cyanide of* potassium, as he used this 
drug to end the life of a dog belonging to 
Mrs. Dean some time ago, and remarked 
tat the time that should he ever wish to 
die he would use this means. 

Mrs. Dean, who its thirteen years older 
than Bowers, said that he had been pay- 


ing her attention for some time. She re- 
fused to marry him, she said, on account 
of the difference in ‘their * ages.

'SPECTATORS GET A THRILL 


Aeronauts Perform Gymnastic Feats 
During Ascent at North Bergen— 
Match for $500 a Side. 


A new sport was introduced to the pub- | 
lic yesterday at Schuetzen Park, North | 
Bergen, N. J., when Profs, Griffin and | 
Le Strange met in a balloon race. The | 
contest, in addition to being thrilling, af- 
fords the spectators a spectacle at once 
unique and tnteresting. Unlike other 
competitions, the race is really held in 
the clouds, and requires unusual courage 
and nerve on the part of the competitors. 
Yesterday's contest was the first of its 
kind ever held in this vicinity, and judged 
by the result, from a spectator’s stand- 
point, it is likely to become popular. 

The absence of promptness on the part 
of the competitors caused considerable 
dissatisfaction among the 5,000 persons 
inside the grounds and an equal number 
outside, but the novelty of the prepara- 
tions for the race in a measure compen- 
sated the spectators for the delay. The 
points in deciding the race are height, 
inflation, and deportment. In giving a 
decision the judge is required to take 
into consideration all three points. The 
two men started the irflation of hot air 
at a given signal.
